Hi Ron, 


Attached is a picture of my 
lantern. It is from T. H. McAllister 
Optician in New York City. Ithasa [=== 
complete (except for the lime) oxy-Calcium lamp. 
Any idea where to get a stick of unslaked lime? 
This had been repainted by an amateur and I would 
like to repaint it in a manner as close to original as 
possible. I have seen many that look like they were 
painted with a brush but can’t believe this was the 
original means of finishing. I have spray painting 
experience (gun and compressor) or can use spray 
cans if that is preferable. Of course if brush on was 
the original finish, that would probably be even easier. 
I don’t know if these were originally painted flat black 
(doubt it) or gloss. My best guess would be some- 
thing in between. Any direction you can give me 
would be most helpful. 

I have some catalogs from the 1890s but the pictures 
in them are more drawings than photographs and they 
don’t tell me much about the finish. About all I am 
sure of is that this one was originally black. 

Thank you for your time and expertise.

Slides: 
I believe one 1s of the Fulton Steam Engine at the Worlds Fair in 1879. There are two that I would calculate to be 
around 1900 of Wall Street with the Trinity Church in the center background with people milling around and also 
one of the interior of the New York Stock Exchange. Several of mansions, possibly the Vanderbilt mansion and 
also the Armor residence in Chicago. There are several of what I would think are immigrants and could be at the 
old Mulberry Bend, New York, area and they resemble photos taken by Jacob Ruis in 

the tenement neighborhood. There is a slide I previously mentioned, Women’s Physical 
Culture Club Parading in the Red Square, that has some additional information actually 
on the slide. Underneath the imprinted title it also says “Games and sports are in vogue in 
Russia at present among both men & women” and also “Photograph by “Russ-Photo” is 
imprinted. Some slides have handwritten comments like “Cornelious Vanderbuilt’, “Goat 
carriage” or “working class family.”

This is a lens that was found right by the mcintosh 
stereopyicon but the only name I see on it is “N.Power 
Co.Inc.”on the slide mechanism.There are 2 lenses and 
one is cracked as seen in photo, other than that it looks 
very nice.It measures 12” wide by4 3/4” tall and 3 1/4” 
deep.The lens diameter is 4 1/2” and the knobs are 
wooden.I will be listing a couple other pieces that may 
go with this that were found in the old attic next to this 
apparatus so check those out too.The home that these 
came out of were of a family that has lived there over 
100 years and there great grandfather was big into early 
scientific and electrical inventions of the day.Sold as is 
and as seen due to age.

Uncommon view of Jamaican convicts sweeping the 
public streets. Ernest Warrin, New York photographer 
active during the late 1880’s through the early1900s. 
Elected a member of The Society of Amateur 
Photographers of New York in 1889, he was a very 
active member into the early 1900s. The February 27, 
1890 New York Times reported: 





“Mr. Ernest Warrin has recently returned from a trip 

to the West Indies, having secured a number of fine 
negatives, which the society will soon see on the screen, 
as Mr. Warrin is also and expert lantern-slide maker. 

His pictures of some of the odd characters to be seen 

in the streets will amuse the spectators, who will have 
an opportunity of seeing the work of the society at the 
entertainment to be held at the Chickering Hall (NYC) 
on the evening of Feb. 5.” 


There are quite a few references to Warrin over the years 
in the publication, The American Amateur Photographer 
and the NY Times noting his prowess with the lantern 
slide as well as his exceptional prints and compositions 
of New York and other views from around the world.

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Art Deco / Art Nouveau Candle Lit Projector Camera Toy

What a unique find! What it is I’m not exactly certain and giving it my best guess would say that this is a rare 
early camera or viewer which has impressed in its opening door an art deco (possibly art nouveau period) motif. I 
received an email with the following information, 
“Its a candle powered projector. the front lens is 
missing and the umbrella cap on the top is missing it 
acts as a chimney,- childs toy early 1900. Roy. Spy 
Camera museum.” Directly across the glass circle 
on the side is a small hole 1/8 inch diameter which 

is original to the design. The four legs are in good 
condition and the gold paint is also under the gold 
painted leg, so may be original to the creation. There 
is wear and rust as you can see but overall is in pretty 
good condition. The glass circle has one chip by the 
edge and there is a slight dent in the lower back a 
little above the edge. This metal camera or viewer 1s approximately 
8.5 inches (21.5 cm) in height, 3.25 inches (8.25 cm) depth, 5.75 
(14.5 cm) width. Discovered in an antique shop in Iowa, no one 
at the time could tell me what this was but it was so interesting, I 
bought it. The first set of photographs are closer to the origial charcol 
greyish-black paint on this item and the lighter photographs give a 
better look at the design.
